Wherefoze after that this Cyuill 
tumult was appeaſed and publiſhed , by

ptirpole cõtinued. And fo2 the executing 
of this enterpꝛiſe, Iohn Ribaut a man of 
heart and of cotinſell , and well ſeene in 
nauigation, was ſente fo2 to the Court, 
and there receiued the kings commiſſion 
fo appoint ſeuen ſhippes, that might car⸗ 
rye thpther, men, vittaples, and muniti⸗ 
ons of warre, honouring him with the 
tytle of Lieutenant, oꝛ generall of all the 
men of warre, the which he had cõmiſſion 
and commaundement to pꝛeſſe and take 
bp, expedient fo2 (ach an enterpꝛiſe. And 
to him it was exp:eſſinely defended,to at⸗ 
tempt to lande in any other Countrep oz 
Jlande there, ſpecially in any that is bn- 
der the dominion of the king of Spaine, 
but y tn ſapling the great Dccean Sea, 
he ſhould k&pe his full courſe to Florida. 
The nebes of this voyage was ſoddenly 

ſpꝛedde all abꝛoade, and many were per⸗ 

ſwaded to ſubmit them ſelues to the com⸗ 
maundement of this Capitaine, and vn⸗ 
der the kings auctoꝛitie, being led with 
diuers affedions: foz ſome were pꝛicked 
fozward w an honeſt deſire fo2 to knowe 


and ſer the Coiitrep, hoping that the ſayd

nauigatiõ would pꝛofite them afterward, 
Others being deſtrous both with hcarte 
and to minde, make warre,came thithet 
alſo, louing rather to abide the rage of 
the waters, than to trematne in their wõ⸗ 
ted eſtate and condicion, the which occa- 
l might aſwell pꝛouoke one as another. 
Che rumoꝛ that was ſpꝛedde here, was: 
Florida pꝛomiſed ſufficiencie and conten⸗ 
tation, of al that man might deſire in the 
woꝛlde. Foz as much as that countrep re⸗ 
ceyued a ſinguler fauour from Heauen, 
fo: that there is neither Froſt noꝛ Snow 
of the coldeneſle of deptentrion, noꝛ pet 
the burning heate of the South. The ſiel / 
des without labouring and tilling, bꝛing 
fozth inough, where with to ſuſta ine the 
lple of men that dwell oꝛ ſhall dwel oꝛ in⸗ 
habit there. It ſermeth foꝛ to make a coũ⸗ 
trey the moſte fruitefulleſt, and rycheſt 
that is in the compaſſe of the woꝛlde, if 
that there were men that woulde emplop 
their indu ſtrie 02 diligente, in trimming 
of the ground to mans ble , the which ex⸗ 
tendeth from Aquilon fo Septentrion, 
ane in the like longitude, as Europiaz

and his latitude is. xxiij. degrees. Some⸗ 
times whe p the beames of the ſunne are 

ſpꝛedde from the Higheſt degree, it recep 
neth great heate, the which notwithffan- 
ding, is tẽpered not onelp with the freſh-

| fallech from heauen, but alſo with moſte 
| gracious raine falling aboundantlpe, ſo 
that the ground is very fruitefull, ea, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt, that the araſſe groweth of a wõ⸗ 
derfull highneſſe. It is alſo rich of golde, 
| il and with all ſoꝛts of wylde & tame beaſts, 
which haue the ficides ſapze and large. 
ft | Notwithading alſo, the Hilles are of a 
1108 reaſonable highnelle,the Flouds and Ni⸗ 
uers berp pleaſant, dyuers kinde of trees 
rendꝛing ſwerte ſmelling ſauour. All this 
being conſidered, it coulde no otherwiſe

effect as ſome did deſtre, ſpeciallp thoſe 
that had recelued the ſouldiers into their 
Innes and houſes, foꝛ they were werp to 
haue men that made ſuche cherre, wyth⸗ 
out paping the ſhotte, though that they 
pꝛomiſed them with aſſurance that ſhoꝛt⸗ 
Ive they ſhoulde be contented and payed, ' 
And they were foure Bonthes and moze 
in thys Towne oꝛ euer they ſet fozward, 
But in the ende, they were bounde by a 
certain othe, to behaue them ſelues faith⸗ 
fully in the kings ſeruice, recepuing wa⸗ 
ges foꝛ fix Ponthes, which at the laſt, 
was not to the Generals contencation. 
Fo2 about the Moneth of Map. 1 65.that 
againe the muſter of men thoulde be foz 
to take ſhipping , ſome of them that had 
recepued wages, being troubled in con⸗ 
ſctence, of ſo long a vopage, being alſo a⸗ 
mazed to beholde the rage of p Sea, chaũ⸗ 
ged their purpoſe, and withdꝛewe them⸗ 
ſelues ſecretly, without paſſing anp fur⸗ 
ther. Nowe foꝛ to make ſhozte , and leaſ? 
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The laſt voyage 

they ſhould dayly diminiſh , they were a- 
gaine inſtantly called and, they were c9- 
maunded chat at that verpe honre., thep 
ſhoulde take ſhipping, which was ihe 
tenth day of Pap , t we remapned in the 
Rode, till the. xxij. day of the befoze ſapde 
Moneth, tarping fo2 certaine beaſtes and 
co:zne. The number of men foz this bop- 
age were thꝛer hundꝛeth, beſides handp⸗ 
craftes men & their families. And whyleſt 
that we ſtayed foꝛ the commaundement 
and commoditie of our Lieutenant, and 
baning the wind fanourable,the Tueſdap 
being the. xxij.day of Map, there did ryſe 
a great tempeſt , the windes blowing vs 
fromone parte to another, in ſuche lozte 
that the wanes meting, with ſuch a vyo⸗ 
tent foꝛce, gane ſuch feare to our Pari- 
ners, that they could find no other pꝛoper 
remedp, but to cut the Cables, leaue the 
Ankers, and to giue vs oner to the plea- 
ſure ofthe winde. The moſte violenteſt 
winde that was, was a Noztherly winde, 
the which dꝛaue vs ſo ſwiftly, that ſoden⸗ 
ly we were at New Hauen, and there we 
remayned thꝛœ dapes, loking fo: 1

from Derpe by a Bꝛingandine, that we 
ſent ſtraightly thither, and then we pꝛe⸗ 
pared oure ſelues, to departe from this 
Rode, the.xrbj. of the befoꝛeſaide Month, 
t as we thought to kepe our right courſe, 
incontinently a contrary winde toke vs, 
and cauſed vs to retire to the Ile of Witf/ 
kam, one of the Countreps of England, 
where the Engliſh men were deſirous to 
know of our enterpꝛiſe, t after p they had 
knowledge therof : they offred to doe vs 
pleaſure, The dape that we arrined this 
ther, was the.rrbitj. of Pap, and there we 
did ride at an Ancker till p. xiitj.ol June, 
on the which day, we had the winde at 
the Noꝛtheaſt as faire as we did wiſh, 
ſo that we hopſſed vp our ſayles, and ſap⸗ 
led the right courſe to Florida, the which 
we did long to ſa, and we remapned ſap⸗ 
ling the greate Occcan Sea, two whole 
Bonthes,befoze that we could haue ſight 
of Terra Florida, ſauing of an Jland,na- 
med by p Peſants Vocaionques, ſome of 
our me would haue named this Jlad Ka-

grees of latitude . Me ſawe alſo a hippe 
two hundꝛeth Leagues beyond, towards 
the Sea, but we came not nere it, by thꝛe 
e2 foure Leagues. Mhen that we were 
arpuedinto Terra Florida, we percepued 
the flers — the Indians made vs, which 
was the.xittj. dap of Auguſt. We ſente a 


Eiigandine to diſcouer a little Rpuer, 


and at the mouth of che Niuer, there were 
certain wilde mẽ, which did trucke ſiluer 
foz our marchãdiſe that we had brought, 
and they ſaide that they had that ſiluer, ot 
a ſhippe that had bene caſt awap,coming 
from Entailes. Me found there a certain 
Spantarde, eſcaped from a ſhipwzacke 
twentie peares agoe, whome we toke vp 
into our Bꝛigandine, and we did inquire 
of him, ik he coulde tell any newes of the 
Frenche men, that kepte a holde in that 


Coũtrey: and he anſwered that he knew 


nothing, ſauing p he bnderffede of thoſe 
wilde men that they were encamped fifty 
Leagues moꝛe No:thwarde than where 
as thcy were arpued, ſo we ſet bp ſayle 
and coaſtcd al along pcoaſt, which ſemed 
ta be the ſandy lande, planted with little

trets all along, and the floudes that come 
from the Southweſt are there verp ſmal, 
and in þ mid wap we diſcouered a Rpuer, 
that our men befoꝛe tyme had named the 
puer of May, whereas alſo the floudes 
are not verp greate that come from the 
Nozth noꝛtheaſt. And bycauſe of the 
ſhallowneſſe of the waters, we might ſer 
the Anker holds v befoze had bene there, 
and we founde within thꝛer oꝛ foure Lea- 
gues of lande, ſix oꝛ ſeuen fadome water, 
02 there about. J remeber alſo, h betwene 
the Ryuer of May + another named Aye, 
we founde another on the Poꝛthe ſpde, 
about two Leagues diſtant from the Ups 
ner of May, and there we caſt Anker be- 
ing benighted, hauing eyght oꝛ nine fa⸗ 
dome water, finding the bottom in ſome 
places ſandp, ſomtpmes grauelp, ⁊ much 
Oxias. Me ſounded alſo yp Rpuer of Dol 
phins, and there we found at the bar two 
fadome, but at a full Sea there is ſound 
two fadome and thꝛee quarters,And after 
that we had long coaſted the coaſt to find 
a landing place, the.xxvij. day of Auguſt, 
we caſt oure Ankers in the Node, of the

Upner of May, at ſeauen fadome water, 
being fro the lande about two Leagues, 
On Wedneſoap being the. xxix. of p ſapde 
Moneth, we entered into ther Barges, 
rowed vp the ſapde Ryuer, ſtraight to the 
holde where oure men kepte, the whiche 
they befoꝛe time had made, foz their place 
of aſſurance and reſt, a place very cõmo⸗ 
dious, as well fo2 the Ryner that it hath 
on the one ſide, a wod on other ß ſide, 
which is diſtant not paſſing a quarter of 
a mple from the place, and a fap:e fields 
betwene the wad and the Holde, and an- 
other ſide verpe pleaſannt conered with 
graſte and hearbes, very long, and of di⸗ 
uers kinds: and there is no wap into the 
Mod, ſauing a little wap made by onre 
men, about a mans pace, the which they 
had made in going to the fountaine that 
was in the ſayde wod. When that we 
were arpued nere to the ſapde place, our 
Liſentenant cauſed the vittayles to be difs 
charged, t carrped to the Holde, with o⸗ 
ther munitions to recreate p place, and 
alſo commaunded, that we handpcraftes 
men wich our wines and childꝛen, ſhould 
go 
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to Terra Florida, 
go thithcr, and cauſed vs to be condutted 
thyther by a Gentleman of the houſe 
of VIly , of Beauchaire , and others, to 
whome alſo he gaue the charge of his 
moſt pꝛecious cariage. Thoſe that tarped 
foꝛ vs at the Fozt, were greatly reioyſed 
at our comming,foz they were perplexed 
and troubled to be ſo long tpme without 
hearing any newes out of France, and 
that moꝛe augmented there dolour, they 
were without vittaples,vnleſſe that they 
would accuſtome them ſelues to line ac⸗ 
co2ding to the oꝛder of the Countrep In ⸗ 
babitantes, of whom alſo they could get 
nothing, but by violence and fozce,as we 
ſhall declare moze plainelpe hereafter. 
Nowe when that we were remapning 
there, J coſidered the fozme of the dwel-. 
lers of the lande, which ſeemed to me god 
and gentle, fo2 the men are ſtraight and 
weil pzopozctoned, ſomewhat of a ruddp 
colour. bnderſfode that in enery village 
they hane a king , and foz their clothing 
they haue Lether marked after a frange 
faſhion , they haue no apparel! nepther 
men noꝛ women, but the women are gir- 
ded 
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The laſt voyage 
ded with a little valle oꝛ apꝛon of the ſkin 
of ſome beaſf,fo2 to couer the parte of na⸗ 
ture that is moſt ſhamefaſt, Thei are nei⸗ 
ther flat noſed noꝛ great lipped, but their 


face is rounde and full, their eyes cleare 


and ſeareful, their hatre is very long, and 
they truſle it verp pꝛoperly round aboute 
their heades. And this cruſſing of their 
haire ſerueth them in ſfede of a Quſuer, 
to carrp their arrowes when they goe to 
warre : it is maruellous to ſ how ſode- 
Ive they haue them ready in their handes 
to ſhote very farre and as ſtreight as is 
pollible . As touching their maners, they 
are diſſolute, they inſtructe not their chil⸗ 
dꝛen, neyther pet coꝛrede them, they wyll 
take without conſcience, and al that they 
tan catche ſecretlpe, they tounte it their 
owne. Enerp one hath his owne wyfe, 
and thep kepe marpage, pea,with all Ry- 
goꝛ. They warre againſt the Countryes 
adiacent, which are of diners languages. 
Their weapons are bowes and arrowes, 
Their houſes are rounde almoſte like a 
Done houſe, founded and eſfabliſhed with 


great trs,couered quot with leaues of a 
Palme 
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Palme tr. They feare not the windes 
and tempeſfes. They are often griened 
with little flyes, which in their language 
they cal Maringens, and it behoueth them 
oꝛdinarily to make ficrs in their houſes, 
ſpecially vnder their beddes, to be delp⸗ 
uered of this bermine. They ſay that they 
ſting cruetlp, and that part that is tou- 
ched with their ſting ing, loketh lyke the 
fleſhe of alazar. They eſtœme nothing ſo 
rich and fo fatre as the feathers of Birds, 
being ol dyuers colours. They cffeme 
muche little counters, that they make of 
the bones ol certain fiſhes; t other grene 
ſtones and redde. Cheir fodc is rotes, 

fruite, herbes, and fiſhes of diuers kinds, 
and their fiſh is verp fatte that they hang 
to dꝛye, the which they call in their lan⸗ 
guage Boquarie, they take out the fat the 


which they vſe in ſterde of butter i ſaulſe. 


They haue no coꝛne, but they haue aboũ⸗ 
dance of a ccttaine ſeede which groweth þ 
heigth of ſeue foteHis ſfalke is great like 
a Cane, and the graine great like apeaſe, 
the care is a fote long, the colour is of 


the colour of war vnwꝛonght ; the meane 
to 
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fo ble it, is firife to bzuſe it and ſtampe it 
to meale, then afterwarde they vndoe 
it by mingling and make ther with their 
Mygan, which is like to Rice that is kept 
in this countrey. It muſt be eaten aſſone 
as it is made, bycauſe it will quicklye 
chaunge, foz it is not to be kepte. They 
haue many baſtarde Uynes growing a⸗ 
boat trees, as we ſe in ſome Countreys 
of this Realme, but they haue not the vſe 
to pꝛeſſe out the Mine. Theit dꝛinke 
they call Caſſinet, is made with hearbes 
mingled together, and ſemeth of the co⸗ 
lour of Ale of our countrep, J haue taſted 
thereof, and it hath not bene ſtraunge to 
me. As touching the countrey it, ſeemeth 
to me hilly. There are many Foꝛreſtes 
which mape be the occaſton of ſo manpe 
wilde beaftes, þ which they ſay will hurt 
thoſe that take not god hede.J wil leaue 
to ſpeake many things of wilde beaſtes, 
p whith only J haue heard ſpeake of, but 
it is inough fo: me to wꝛyte that which 
J haue ſeene, and that ſæmeth to me woꝛ⸗ 
thy of memoꝛie foꝛ the poſteritie. And 
ſingulerly of Cocodz ils, the which often 
tymes 
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tpmes are ſeene come fozth of the ſande to 
go ſe&ke their pꝛap, we haue ſene manp, 
ſpeciallp one deade , and we haue caten 
thereof, the which eateth tender, 4 white 
as veale,and almoſt of the ſame taſte. Ye 
was killed with che ſhotte ofa Gunne, 
ffroken betweene two ſkales , otherwpſe 
they are ſtrong inoughe fo2 any ffrokes: 
his mouth very great, t his teeth ſtraight 
like the terth of a combe, his body was. xi. 
oꝛ.xitj.ſtote long, the legges very ſhoꝛt to 
the p2opoztion of the bodpe , his naples 
ſtraunge and cruell, his taple ſtrong and 
long, wherin conſiſteth his life and pꝛin⸗ 
cipall defence. Alſo in the mouth J find no 
apperance of tongue, foꝛ he had the vpper 
parte vnder, a thing monſterous, whiche 
in beholding thereof is inougbe to gine 
feare to men.Alſo J did fee a ſerpent dead 
by the wwd which had bene killed by one 
of our men, of which the wilde men cut 
of the heade , and did carry it away with 
greate care and diligence ; J coulde not 

know the reaſon wherfoze they did ſo. He 
bad wings by the whiche he might ſome⸗ 


tymes fipe bp from the ground, Some of 
our 
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our men thonght that the wilde men did 
it foz ſome ſuperſtition, and as farre as 3 
could ſœ, they are not without ſome opi⸗ 
nion of diuinitie, like as J do confecture 
by certatne circumſtances, that eaſelpe 
they might be bꝛought to god ciutlitye 
and honeſfic, and alſo co holineſſe a ſound 
Religion, if that God of his mercy would 
vouchlafe it: ſoꝛ ſo ſone as the Bell had 
rong foꝛ to goe to pꝛapers of our Holde, 
they would be there, and ſfretch vp their 
handes to heauen as we did, ea, wich re⸗ 
uerence and attentiue eare. In p meane 
time, our gouernoꝛ was by foꝛ to acquite 
faithfullpe his charge, and gaue oꝛder 


that the holde might be ſo ramperde and 


furnished, p it might ſerue foꝛ a defence, 
leaſt by adnecurep barbarous me might 
ſodenly make an inſurrecio,t ouerrunne 
bs; Ponday the third day of September, 
did ariue nere to our ſhippes ſiue ſaple of 
Spanilhe ſhips, the Admiral being of the 
burthẽ of. litj.hüdꝛeth Tunnes,the Barke 
à hũdꝛeth t fiftſe Tunnes, being followed 
with the patences, the which came t calf 
Anker hard by our ſhippes about * f 

e 
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of the clocke towarde night, in the night 
thep and our ſhippes ſpake together, and 
when that our men had aſked them why 
they came to ſke them, they aunſwered 
that they were enimies, and that the war 
was ſufficiẽtly declared, ſo then our men 
beholding the ſtrength of the Spaniards 
fo their enup and naughtpe will, waped 
their Ankers, and ſet vppe ſayle, and the 
Spaniardes chaſed after them, but they 
coulde not get them by ſapling, & there- 
foꝛe they retired into the Rpuer of Dol- 
phins,and there they were minded to deſ⸗ 
cende. And after that they had conſpired 
our ruine with the wilde men, as p iſſue 
of their enter pꝛiſe in the ende ſheweth, 
from this Ryuer they ſents of their men 
by companies as manp as they thought 
nedefull foz to execute their enterpꝛiſe. 
And ſince we vnderſtode of the wylde 
men, that they were in armour ſire hun⸗ 
dzeth men. Not long after, the of oure 
chippes being come againe to che Rode, 

(fo: the Trinitie our Admiral was boꝛne 
downe the Riner hauing no Anker holde) 
the Capitaine Iohn * was myn⸗ 
| Js ded 
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ded with theſe thze ſhippes to purlue the 
Spantards : and after that he had coun- 
ſailed with his men vpon thts enterpꝛiſe, 
ſhewing vnto them that it was neceſſary 
to ſhewe their fozce vpon the water, vn⸗ 
leſſe they would incurre the loſe ot their 
ſhippes, foꝛ our men being on lande could 
not let them to cffrap thoſe that were left 
in the ſhippes, being but a ſmall number 
in compariſon to the enimies, the which 
ſeemed vnto bs an intollerable lofſe, ſpe⸗ 
ctally that we coulde ſende no cõmoditie 
into France toꝛ to let the kings Maieſtie 
vnderſtande the eſtate of our enterpziſe. 
Therefo2e vpon Mondap the tenth day ol 
September, thꝛer houres befoze none, the 
Capitaine and kings Lieutenant would 
ſx all his men, and after that he had ex⸗ 
hoꝛted them to do well in the Rings ſer ; 
uice, toke ſhipping with them, taking foz 
his defence not onely the Souldiets that 
he had newelye bꝛought chither, but alſo 
the beſt of them that kept p place befoze, 
alſo the chiete ſtandard of Capitain Lau- 
duniere. This Capitaine being weryed 


8 newes out ot France, 
any 
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and diſpleaſed foz that he was depꝛiued of 
fwde,a little befoze þ we arpued thither, 
thonght to returne againe into France, 
and in the meane time did not care much 
if his company did that to the Countrep 
Inhabitants, wherby their god affection 
might be turned from the Frenche men, 
but he ſuffered them to koꝛce them and 
b:ing them pꝛiſoners to their Holde, ta 
take by foꝛce their Pill, aud other things 
that neceſſitſc , whiche can bee under no 
law, did conſtraine them. And foꝛ ſo much 
as deſire of vengeance is naturally plans 
fed in mannes heart, alſo that the tom⸗ 
mon appetite of all beaſtes is to defende 
their bodyes and lpues, and to auopde 
thoſe thinges that ſhall ſerme hurtefull, it 
is not therefoꝛe to be doubted, but that 
theſe wilde men did conkederate with the 
Spantards, how they might be delinered 
ol vs French men, with whom they were 
both in body and godes trauayled 4 pap⸗ 
ned. The Tueſdap being the. rj. of Sep⸗ 
tember, aboute eight of the clocke in the 
moꝛning oꝛ there about ; when that oure 
Capitaine was very nere to the Spani⸗ 
C. 9. ards; 
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ards there did riſe a great wind which cõ⸗ 
tinued a long tyme, with great ſhowers 
of raine, thunders t lightnings, in ſuch 
ſoꝛte that the ayze was ſome tymes [ike 
fyꝛe, ſo that both partes being afraped of 
the rage of p weather, ſeperated our thꝛer 
ſhippes, being faine to abide the weather, 
and the Spantſh ſhippes made the winde 
god: and the rage of the weather dured 
till the. xxiij.day of September. Now the 
Spanſards being deſcended on land, had 
leyſure enough co eſpie ⁊ ſ&ke out a wap 
bnto the Holde, and to muent the meanes 
howe to entrappe vs, knowing that our 
General was at ſea with p chiefe ffregth, 
looking foꝛ fapꝛe weather, and that thoſe 
that remapned in oure Holde were the 
moſt part ſicke, being altered by the ſmel 
of the Sea, part handycraftes men with 
women and childꝛen, being in all to the 
number of two hundꝛeth & foztp ſoules, 
onder the garde and diligenee of Capi⸗ 
taine Lauduniere, which miſdoubted no- 
thing leſle, than that a companie might 
come by lande to entrappe them. Mhere⸗ 
fo:e our Capitaine did riſe earelp in the 
moꝛning 
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moꝛning foꝛ to refreſhe him, bycauſe of 
the foule weather that had bene p nighte 
befoꝛe, opening the wicket an houre be⸗ 
koꝛe the Sunne ryſing, the moſt parte of 
vs in the Holde being ſaſt a ſictpe and in 
our beddes. The Spaniardes hauing tra⸗ 
uerſed Weds, Dytches and Rpucrs,bes 
ing conduccd by the wylde and barba⸗ 
rous men, arpued the Pondayv being the 
xx. dap of September, in the moꝛning 
earelp to our Holde, the moꝛning being 
berp cloudp and raynv, and entered ther- 
m without any reſiſtance, whereas they 
made a moſt hoꝛrible and dolefull laugh- 
ter of our men, ſuch a rage and crueltie 
they had coꝛnceyued againft our Nation. 
They ſought then who could beſt cut the 
thꝛotes of men, hole ⁊ ſicke, women & litle 
childzen, a pitiſull ſight and lamentable. 
Some of our men, 2ᷣ moſt nimbleſt, fep- 
ping out of their beddes,got away and ſa- 
ned them ſelues in the ſhippes that were 
in the rpner, being left there by our Ge⸗ 
nerall, vnder the keping of Iames Ribaut 
Capitaine of a ſhippe named the Pearle, 
and bnder Luis Ballard his Lieutenant: 
C. itj. the 
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the others being almoſt intrapped, leaped 
ouer the fence oꝛ wall ol our Holde, the 
Capitaine Lauduniere ſaued him ſelfe by 
that meanes, with hir that ſerued him in 
his Chamber. was almoſt taken ſoden⸗ 
Iye going to my wozke , mp tele in my 
hande, foꝛ comming out of my Cabane, 3 
met the enimies, ſa that J knewe no o⸗ 
ther meanes to eſcape, but to turne my 
backe and hye me as faſt as was poſſible 
to leape oner the fence oꝛ wall, foꝛ J was 
courſed with a Pike man, and J knowe 
not how otherwiſe but only by the grace 
of God, mp ſtrengeh doubled poꝛe olde 
man that J am gray headed, notwyth⸗ 
ffading J leaped ouer the Kamper, which 
in taking aduiſement J coulde not haue 
done, foꝛ it was eight oz nine fte highe, 


ſo that when J was ouer, J haſted to ſaue 


me in the Mods, and about the diſtance 
ofa bowe ſhate, when that J was nerre 
to the Mod, J turned mp face towarde 
the Holde 4 ſtayed a little, and that moꝛe 
bolder fo2 that no man followed me. And 
as from the place where I ſfode,J might 
raſely fw the Holde, ſo did J heare an le 
rible

rible cry of the laughter that was made 
af aur men, and thꝛæ auncients of oure 
aduerſarics pianted vpon the Rampers, 
Hauing now loſt all hope to (& our men 
together, J put my lelfe into the mereye 
of God, and launched into the thickeſt of 
the wad,foz this J thought, that 7 ſhould 
not finde moze greater crueltie among 
the wylde beaſtes, than the crueltie that 
the entmics extended bpon our men. The 
miſerie and trouble wherewlch J felt mp 
ſelf wzapped,feing in earth no moze hope 
but that the loꝛd God of his ſpeciall grace 
aboue mannes hope might deliuer me, it 
made me therfo2e calf ſighes and teares, 

and with a voyce full of ſoꝛrow J began 
to cal vnta God after this ſoꝛt, ſaping: O 

God of our fathers and Loꝛde of all con⸗ 

ſolation, which hath commaunded bs to 

call vpon thee ene fram the laake of Hell 

and panges of death, pꝛomiſing thy ſo⸗ 

daine ayde and helpe, ſhewe vnto me, faz 

the hope that J haue in the, what way J 
might take foꝛ to come to the ende of this 
miſerable age, plonged in the gulfe of 
ſozrow and bitterneſſe, at the leaſt cauſe 
C. liij. my 


wepings and complaintes of men that 
were abonte me: notwithſtanding , A 
going fozwarde in the name of God, has 
uing confidence in his helpe,J diſconered 
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me that feeling the effcc of thy mercy.the 
aſſurance that J haue concepued in mp 
heart ot᷑ thy pꝛomiſes, be not taken awap 
by the cruelty & furious rage of the wilde 
beaſts on the one ſide, and of thy enimies 
and ours on the other ſide, the which ſake 
nur death moꝛe fo2 that thy holp name is 
called vpon amongſt vs, than foz any o- 
ther thing. Helpe me O god, alliſt me, foꝛ 
J am ſo afliced that J can call no moze. 

And in the meane time whileſt J made 
this diſcourſe , traueſing the Mod very 
thicke of Bꝛears and Thoꝛnes, vnder the 
hygbe trees where as there was neyther 
pathe noꝛ wap, wherein J had bene not a- 
bone the ſpace ofhalfe an houre, but that 
J hearde anoyſe, as though it were the 


one of oure companie named Laſicur of 
Blonderie, and another behinde him, na- 
med mayſter Robert, being well knowen 
of vs all, foz that he had the charge to 
ſap ſeruice in oure Holde, ſhoꝛtely after 
cane 
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came fo bs the Lackeps of Le Sieur de 
VIly, the Nepheweof Mounſeur Beau, 
Paſter James Teuſe, and many others, 
So being gathered together, we did con⸗ 
ſult of our miſeries, deliberating of that 
which we had to do fo2 the ſaning of our 
lines, And amõgit vs one being ſomwhat 
lene in the Scriptures; began after this 
maner, ſaping: Bꝛethꝛen, pe ſe in what 
ertremitte we are, what parte ſoeuer we 
turne our epes, we ſe nothing but barba- 
rouſnefſe, the hearteny the earth, the ſea, 
the wods,the men, t co be ſhoꝛt, nothing 
fauoureth vs. Mhat knowe we if that in 
pelding vs to the fauoꝛ ofthe Spaniards, 
they wil ſhew fauour. Mel, vet although 
hey kill vs, it ſhall be ſuſtered but foz a 


time, they are men, and it may be that 


their fury being appeaſed, they will re⸗ 
cepue vs on compoſition, other wiſe what 
Gould we do, is it not better foꝛ vs to fall 
into the handes of man, than into the 
mouthes of wilde beaſtes, oꝛ rather to die 
fo: hunger in a ſtraunge lande. Alter that 
be had ſapde theſe woꝛdes, the moſt parte 
ot dure companpe was of his aduiſe, and 


pꝛapſed 
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pzapſed his counſell. otwithſfanding 
that Jſhewed them the crueltye, pet all 
blondy, of dure aduerſar ies, and that it 
was not onlp foꝛ one cauſe and hamaine 
debate that they had executed with ſuch a 
fury their enterpziſe , but pꝛincipally foz 
the knowledge that hath bene giut them, 
that we are of thoſe that are returned to 
the pꝛeaching of the Goſpell : let vs not 
therefoze be ſo wilfull as to truſt in man 
moꝛe than in God, which maketh thoſe 
that are his to line, pea, euen in the midiſt 
ofthe dead, and giueth alwapes his belpe 
when that the hope of man fapleth. Alſo 
A did alleage certaine examples oute of 
the holy Scripture foꝛ the purpoſe, ot Jo⸗ 
ſeph, Daniel, Elias, and other P:ophets, 
Alſo of the Apoſtles, as of S. Peter, and 
of S. Paule, the which all, being bꝛought 
out ot affliction, pea, by extraozdinarye 
meanes , and ſfraunge to the ſenſe and 
reaſon of man, his arme J ſap is not at al 
weakened, his hande is alwapes one.Re- 
member pe not (ſaide Y howthe child zen 
of Aſraell fledde from Pharao, what hope 
had this people to eſcape the — o 
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ZE y:ant mighty and cruell, he followed 
them cue hard at their heles,befoze them 
they had the red ſea, on both ſides mighty 
bye hilles, what then, he that opened the 
ſeafoz to make a wap fo2 his people, and 
afterwarde ſwallowed vppe the enimies 
therin, might not he in like maner guide 
bs thꝛough the wods and fieldes of this 
ffraunge Countrep. Foz all that J could 
ſap, ſixe of the company followed the firſt 
p2epoſitton, and left vs, taking their way 
to their enimies, hoping to finde fauour 
and grace befoꝛe them; but they knew ins 
continently and by experience, what folly 
it is to truſt moꝛe in me than to p pꝛomi⸗ 
ſes of our god. Foz being once come fozth 
of the wod,as they thought to haue gone 
to the Foꝛt, beholde they were taken by a 
copany of Spaniards, and intreated like 
bnto the others, they were killed, 4 then 
dꝛawen to the Nyuer ide, whereas the o⸗ 
thers being ſlain in the Holde lay on hea⸗ 
pes. And J will tell an exaple ot extreme 
cruelty. James Rybaut capitaine of the 
Pearle, rid with his ſhippe at an Anker 
about a hundzeth paces from the Holde, 

| and 
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and recepned many of thoſe that eſcaped 
this ſlaughter . The Spaniards haning 
their hearts great, bicauſe of their vicozp, 
were bent to diſpatch the reſt of b Frech 
men, made ready the oꝛdinance againſt 
the ſhippes and boates, but bicauſe of the 
rapnie weather, and fo2 that the Gunnes 
were oute ot oꝛder, they did no harme to 
our men, but they ſent a Trumpet vnto 
them to ſummõ them to pelde, but when 
they ſawe that this feared them nothing, 
they ſente one of their men enen vnto 
the Shippes , ſhewing the authoꝛitie of 
Dom Pedre Malucndo, generall of their 
companp, foꝛ to compound with our men 
on this condition, that they ſhoulde leaue 
the ſhippes and goe their wapes in their 
Boates with their baggage to the other 
ſhippes that were moze lower at p month 
of the Ryuer, diſfant from the Holde a- 
bout two Leagues, to þ which our men 
aunſwered, that there was no warre be- 
twene them, when that abonte ſire Pont» 
thes paſſed,thep had recepued commaun- 
dement of the King to make this bopage, 
1 we haue not enterpꝛiſed to > anp 

zong 
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wꝛong 92 exaction to any man, ſoꝛ it was 
erp:eſſinelp defended by his Pateffie , E 
alſo of his Admyꝛal, y we ſhould make no 
diſcent in any part of Spaine, noz pet to 
come neare, foz feare of offending them. 
Wehaue kepte and obſerued the kinges 
commanundemet inuiolateip, ſo that pou 
can not ſape àgainſt vs, that we arc the 
cauſe of this ſlaughter p you haue made 
of our men, againſt all bſage of warre, 
the whiche makethonr hearts to blede, 
fo: the which dede yon may hereafter be; 
ing in tyme and place, fele. And as tou⸗ 
ching the ſhippe that yon demannde, por 
ſhall ſoner haue our lyues, and whereas 
pou thinke to conſtraine vs, we will em⸗ 
plop the meane that God & nature hath 
gluen vs to defende bs, The Spantarde 
being returned backe, did repozt that our 
men feared them nothing, but that they 
were minded to ſtande to defence. Then 
this furious company caſt the coller and 
bloudp diſpight bpon the deade bodpes, 
and ſhewed them to the French me that 
reſted vpõ the water, ſo that they ſought 


to hurt the ſoules of them of whome ther 
woulde 
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woulde if that they coulde diſmember the 
bodp,fo2 pulling out the dead mens cies, 
they did ſficke them on their Dagger 
poyntes, and then with exclamations, 
cauntes,and mockings, thꝛewe thein tos 
warde the Frenthe men that were bpon 
the water. As fo2 vs that remained in the 
woods, we continued traueſing , keping 
to out iudgement the right courſe to the 
Sea. And as it pleaſed God to dirett our 
ſteppes and adꝛeſſe our wapes, by and by 
we came to the croupe of a hill, and from 
thence we percepued the Sea, but fo; all 
that there was great dilfance , and that 
wozlle was, the wap that we had to take 
ſemed maruellous ſtraunge and harde. 
Fire the Pountapne whiche it beho- 
ned vs to diſcende downe, was of ſuch 
a hepgthand ſo lope, that it was not 
poſſible foꝛ any man keping him on his 
legges to deſcend;,ſo that none of bs darſk 
deſcende bat foꝛ the hope that we had of 
certaine ſhꝛubbes and Bꝛears that grew 
on this hilles ſide, by the helpe ol which 
we gat downe, not without great paine, 
in ſcratching and renting our hands and 


min

our legges, vea our bodyes alſo being all 
bioudy. Being deſcended from the hil, we 
loſt ſight of the Sea by reaſon ok a little 
wod that was planted befoꝛe vs, and foz 
fo goe to the wod , it behoued vs to tra- 
ueſſe a great field being mariſh ground, 
wherin did grow many wilde Roſes and 
other ſfraunge hearbes,of which the Tal- 
kes being harde as wod , and the leaves, 
cutte our fete and our legges even to the 
bloude, being alwapes in water bp to the 
kners, and that that doubled dur miſerie 
and calamitie, was, that the raine did fall 
from heauen in ſuch ſoꝛt, that we were as 
betwene two waters, and the farther we 
went, the deper we found þ water. Then 
thinking that we were come to the laſte 
end ol our life, we embꝛaced one another, 
and with a common affection we began 
to ſighe and erpe vnto the Lozde God, ac⸗ 
cuſing our ſinnes, and knowing vpon vs 
the rygoꝛ of his iudgements. Alas © loꝛd 
God (ſapde we) what are we any other 
than poꝛe wozmes of the earth, our ſoules 
being altered and chaunged with ſoꝛrow 
and griefe, doth pelde them into thy han ⸗ 
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des O Father full of mercy , and God of 
Charitie, deliuer vs out of this place of 
death, oꝛ if thou wilte that in this deſerte 
we make an ende of our liues, aſliſt vs O 
Loꝛde, that death which of all things is 
moſt terribleſt, when he commeth to take 
holde of bs, that he feare vs not, but that 
we map remapne ſirine 4 ſtable in minde 
of thy fauour and god will that we haue 
fo many tymes taſted on and appꝛoued 
in thy Sonne Jeſus Chꝛiſt, foꝛ to giue 
place to the ſpirite of Sathan, the ſpirite 
of difpatre and deſiaunce. Foz be it that 
we dye, we pꝛoteſt nowe beloꝛe thy Pa⸗ 
leſtie, that we wil die to ther, be it that we 
liue, it ſhall be to cell cf thy maruellous 
woꝛkes, in the middeſt of the congregatiõ 
of thy Saintes. Our pꝛapers ended, we 
went fozwarde with great payne to the 
wod, in ſo much that we arrined nere to 
a great Upner that ranne chꝛoughe the 
midſt of this ftelde., the bꝛeadth was not 
berp great, but very depe, and the water 
ranne with great ſwiftneffe; fozſo much 
as this ſielde was not farre from the ſea. 
This Ryner was an other increaling of 
gur 
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dur ſoꝛowes , foꝛ there was not one of out 
men that durſfſwim ouer the Niuer. Be⸗ 
ing in this confuſton of thoughts how to 
paſſe oner , Jremembzed the wod that 
we left behinde bs. After that J had er⸗ 
hoꝛted mp bꝛethꝛen to patience, ⁊ to con⸗ 
tinue in god hope of Gods mercy , J re⸗ 
turned to the wod and cut a long piece of 
wod with an ende of a Bill that was left 
in my hande at the houre that the Holde 
was taken, J came againe to the others 
that tarped me in great perplexitie. Now 
bꝛethꝛen, ſapde J, let bs ſee if that God by 
this ſfaffc will ſhewe vs faudur to bꝛing 
dur iournep to an ende, ſo we lapde the 
ſfaffe oꝛ fozke bpon the water, one of our 
men, and alſo eucry one following his 
. turne, holding it by the end, and entring 

into the water caried the foꝛke with him; 
. . and tn themidff ofthe water, as we lol 
the ſight of it, we puſhed it with foꝛce and 
ſtrength to the other ſide wheras we toke 
lande, with the helpe of the Reedes and o⸗ 
ther hearbes that grew on the bꝛinke, and 
- ſo we-paſſed all one after another, but it 
was not without great daunger, e dzin⸗ 
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king much ſalte water, yea, ſuch a quatt 
titie, that comming to the other ſide, oure 
heartes fapled vs, t we were as one that 
is halfe owned. After that we were 
come to our (clucs,4 had taken courage; 
tending alwapes to the wood, the which 
we had marked to be nere to the Sea, the 
foʒke alſo was neceſſarp ts paſſe an other 
arme of water, whiche gaue vs ns leſſe 
patne to paſſe than the firſt , but thankes 
be to God we paſſed it, and towarde the 
night, we entered into che UW od, where 
we remapned all the night in great ſoz⸗ 
rowe and feare , ſfanding vpꝛight oure 
backes to the tres, and foz all our greate 
tragaplc t iourneps, pet we had no mind 
fo leepe; foꝛ what reſt could the ſpirites 
haue being in ſuch fare! Alſo we ſaw a- 
bout the popnt of day a braſf,greate,lyke 
vnto a ſtagge, within fiftye paſcs of vs, 
wheſe heade was very bigge, the eies flas 
ming, the cares hanging, hauing p hin · 
der partes indifferent. She ſeemed bnto 
bs verpe monſtrous bycauſr of hir cyes, 
whiche ſermed as thoughe they were fla⸗ 


nung, being very great, the which came 
not 
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not neare bs, foꝛ to doe bs anpe hat me. 
The dap being come, we came out of the 
wode and then we ſawe the Sea fo2 the 
whiche we had wiſhed ſo much, nerte to 
god, as an only mrane to ſaue our liues: 
but we were againe troubled, ſoꝛ we ſaw 
it all a mariſh ground full of water and 
couercd with bꝛiars 4 wilde Roſcs like to 
p which we traueſſed the day beloꝛc. We 
went foꝛward traueſſing theſe mariſhes; 
and ncare vnto the place where as wee 
were mpnded foꝛ to goe, we perceyued a⸗ 
mongſt the wylde Roſters a tompanie of 
men, which at the firlk ſighte we thought 
had beene our enimies which were come 
thither to cutte our wape, but when that 
we had behelde moꝛe neare, we ſaw that 
they were deſolate t naked as we were, 
by the which we knew that thep were ol 


our men, foꝛ there was the captaittie Lau- 


. duniere, his chamber mapd, lames Mor- 


gens of Derpe, and Fraunces Duuall of 


Roane;with many others to the number 
of. xxbj. perſons,vpon the deliberation of 
that which we hadde to doe. One of oure 
men clymed bps one of the higbeſt tres, 

W. ij. where 
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where her diſcouered one of oure little 
ſhippes whiche was vnder the charge ol 
captaine Mailarde, to whome they gaue 
a ſigne, by the which they vnderſtode our 
nerde:ſo he cauſed his little barke to come 
neare, but to appꝛoch the ſea banke it be⸗ 
houed vs to paſſe thꝛough theſe wilde ro⸗ 
ſes, and two little ryners like vnto thoſe 
that we had paſſed the daye befoꝛe, to the 
which was verp neceſſarie our pearch o2 
Fozke that Jhad cut the day befoze , and 
other two that Captaine Lauduniere had 
made pꝛouiſton of, ſo that we came nere 
ynough to the Bark, but our hearts fap⸗ 
led vs, what foz hunger and trauaile. So 
that we had remapned there, had not the 
Mariners holpen vs, which ſhewed them 
ſelues verpe ſuccourable: and they bare 
vs one aftcr another into their Barke, 
and ſo caryed vs to their ſhippe, whereas 
we were well and cheerrefullye recepued. 
They gaue vs bꝛeade and water, and af- 
ter that we bad eaten, we began by little 
and little to receyue ſfrength, which was 
a moſt ſure token of Gods mercy, who 


had ſaued vs, againſte the hope of inft- 
nite 
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nite daungers of death, with the whiche 
we were compalled on all ſides, foꝛ to re- 
der vnto him moſte heartie thankes and 
pꝛayſe foꝛ euer. So we paſſed the nighte 
talking of the miraculous woꝛkes of god, 
and coinfo2ttng one another in remem⸗ 


bꝛance of our deliuerie. The dap being 


come, Iames Rybaut Capitaine of the 
Pearle, bourded vs, fo: to conferre with 
bs what were beſt to be done, foꝛ to ſaue 
the reſt of our men and ſhippes, and then 
it was ſhewed the ſcarcitie of vittaples 


that we had, our ſfrengthes bꝛoken, oure 


munitions of warre in our enimies han⸗ 
des, the bncertain elfate of our gouernoz, 
not knowing whither the rage of the tẽ⸗ 
peſf had dꝛiuen them. Ne concluded ther⸗ 
foze that we coulde doe no better than to 
aſſay to returne into France, and p chic- 
feſt of our company were of this aduiſe, 
to ſeperate in two partes thoſe that were 
eſcaped from the Holde, and that fome of 
them ſhould be in the Pearle,and the reit 
bnder the charge of Capitaine Mailarde, 
Do on Thurſdap being the. xrv. of Sep» 
tember, we parted from the coaſt, by the 
D. ii. fayour 
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fauour of a Noztherly winde, minding 
fo ſaple into Fraunce. And ſince the firſſ 
bay oure ſhippes were fo parted, that we 
met no moꝛe bpon the (cas together. Me 
ſapled. v. hundꝛeth Leagues happelp, but 
in a moꝛning befoꝛe the Sunne riſing, 
we were aſſapled of a Spaniſhe ſhippe 
whom lue luſteyned ko our powers, x we 
ſo beate him with Gunne ſhotte, that we 
made him pelde to our willes, x we beate 
him in ſach ſoꝛt, that the bloud rannc cut 
at the ſkupper holes, ſu that no man was 
ſene aboue hatches:but we could not bozd 
them bycauſe of the weather, to2 feare of 
bꝛouſing our ſhip . They alſo being con⸗ 
tent, let vs goe, i ſo we left them, thanks 
be to God, and iopfull of that which had 
happened, and fo2 that none of vs was 
hurte noꝛ killed in this fight, ſauing oure 
Coke. The reſt of our nauigatton hath 
bene without meting of our enimies, but 
we haue bene ſoꝛe weather beaten, and 
almoſt dꝛiuen on y Spanich coaff, which 
had bene an increaſing ol gur ſoꝛr os, t 
e thing that we did moſt abhozre. We 
— alſo endurcd on y Seas many otber 
| things, 
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things, as colde, and hunger. Foz pou 
ſhall vnderffande , that we that were eſ⸗ 
caped from Terra Florida, had no other 
apparell left, nepther foz the nighte, no: 
pet foꝛ the day, but one poꝛe ſhirt, and an⸗ 
other little thin thing vpon it, which was 
berp little to defende vs from the iniurie 
of the weather, and that woꝛlle was, the 
bꝛeade that we did cate, was fenoed and 
naught. Alſo the freſh water that we had, 
did Finke, of the which we had all the dap 
long, but one taſter oꝛ ſmal cup ful. This 
naughtp and coꝛrupt nauriſhment is the 
cauſe, that we being deſcended a ſhoꝛe, are 
fallen into ſo many kinds of diſcaſes and 
ſickneſſes, the which hath cauſed to dye a 
great many at our company. And at the 
end of this perillous and lamentable na- 
ufgation,we were dꝛpuen on the coal of 
Rochell , whereas we have bene gently 
intreated of the inhabitants of the Coũ⸗ 
frep,and of thoſe of the towne, gining vs 
of their gods ſo much as neceſſitie requi⸗ 
red, being aſſiſfed of their god willes, we 
bad ſufficient foꝛ euery one to deturne m⸗ 
to bis Countrey,

E haue hearde howe 
Rag, Capitaine Iohn Rybaut 
oke ſhipping with ö ſoul 
l [Z'1 adicrs foz to finde out the 
Spantards,and ſo hauing 

. fought them the ſpace-of 
fine . not finding them, he met 
che Admirall of his flece,named the Tri⸗ 
nitte,and being minded to kepe the coaſt 
againſt the Spaniardes, not knowing of 
that which had happened at the Holde, 
entered therein, accoꝛding to the oꝛdi⸗ 
narie cuffome . The weather was trou⸗ 
bleſome, toz that the winde blewe ſo ex- 
tremelp, and it rapned tontinually. The 
fift day the tempeſt encreaſed after ſuche 
ſoꝛte, that they were not able to reſiſt it, 
but of fozce were dꝛyuen to the ſhoꝛe a- 
bone the Kpner of May about fiftie Lea- 
gues, and there the chips were b:oken, 
and their munitions loſt, notwithſtan⸗ 
ding the men came on lande, ſauing the 
Capitaine Grange, which caſte him ſelfe 
vpon 
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vpon à maſt and was dꝛowned, a man as 
mong the others much to be lamented, 
as well foꝛ the god counſell that he als 


wapes gane, as alſo foz the fruites of his 


amiable acquaintance. Our men being 
then ſaued on ſhoꝛe from the rage of the 
waues, found them ſelues wꝛapped in a⸗ 
nother trouble, foz to pᷣ hunger that helde 
thein, there was no remedy, bnleſſe they 
woulde eate ſuche thinges as the earth 
bꝛought fo:th,that is to wit, hearbes, ras 
tes, and ſuche like, with the which they 
thought to ſatiſſie their craning ffomack, 
There was not neyther to ſatiſſie their 
thirſt, but olde Ceſternes wherin the was 
ter was much tronbled, foz the ſkum that 
it did caſt, to loke to was enough to make 
a whole body ſicke, notwithſtanding, the 
rage of their extreme hunger and thitſfg 
cauſed them to digeſt theſe vnholeſome 
meates and dꝛinks, which ſemed to them 
very ſtrange, and they were in this per⸗ 
plexitie the tearme of eyght dapes . The 


ninth day by foꝛtune they founde a little 


Barka, foꝛ the which they were ſomwhat 


n by that meanes to let 


them 
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them of the Holde vnderſfande of their 
chipwꝛacks. Now betweene them and the 
Holde it was. rij. Leagues by lande, and 
fiftie by water, and betweene them and 
the Fozte was the Nyuer of Dolphins, 
which is very depe, and of the bzeadth of 
one quarter of a h. lie, wherfoze without 
ſome vellel, it was vnpoſſible foz them ta 
paſſe ouer.Uhen then they had recepued 
this Barke, they did caulke it with their 
tires in ſtede ol Okum. Then þ capitaine 
Iohn Ribaut of his grace and accuſto- 
med modeſtie. called manp to his counſel 
and (aid vnto them after this fozt : Com⸗ 
panions and friendes, it is not foꝛ bs ts 
continewe our lyues in ſuch miſerie and 
calamitte , it were better fo: vs to wiſhe 
fo2 death, than to liue being charged with 
ſuche afflictions , vnleſſe that God of his 
grace hath ginen vs fayth of his pꝛoui⸗ 
dente fo; to loke fo2 ſuccour, ſuche as it 
hall pleaſe him to ſende vs, and in the 
meane time, let bs emplop oure minds to 
ſerke out the iſſue of theſe troubles. J am 
ol this mind, that there be ſome among 


bs, the which ſhall go to the Foꝛt in this 
lietle 
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litle Barke, fo to let our men bnderffag 
oure extreme nede, to the ende that they 
giue bs ſuccoure, and being on the ſhoze 
cating out manp teares, thep began ts 
call vpon the name of God kneling on 
their knees. When their payers were 
finiſhed, they beganne to lol, which of 
them were molt apteſt to ſende : and they 
named Thomas Le Vaſſeur of Deepe, to 
whome Captaine Iohn Ribaut gane the 
charge, that alone as he could, he ſhould 
let them of the Foꝛte vnderffande their 
diſfreſſe,and with him there went Vyn- 
cent Symon, Michell Gouer, and others 
to the number offlxtene , Our men, as J 
ſapd befoze, were on the contrary ſide of 
the holde, foz the riuer of Dolphins was 
betwene the and the holde, ſo that going 
fozwarde on lande toward the Foꝛt, they 
ſawe the bery ſame dap, on the other ſide 
of the riuer, a cõpanp of men of Armes 
with their Standerds ſpꝛead, x after that 
they had known by coniedures that they 
were Spanpards, our Frenchmen were 
perplcred in their heartes, knowing not 
what to doe, but foꝛ their bet — 
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thep ſent ſome of their copante ſwiming 
ouer the riuer fo: to make offer-to pelde, 
their lines ſaued. The ſwimmers we re 
recepued at the firſt very curtcouſly, the 
Captaine ofthis Spaniſh company was 
named Vallemande, who ſware by the 
ſayth ol a gentleman t chꝛiſtian knight, 
to bie his god will to warde the Frenchs 
men, alſo that it was the oꝛder alwapes 
pꝛactiſed in warre, that the Spaniard be⸗ 
ing bictoꝛious, ſhould be contẽt, ſpecially 
with Frenchmen , without: attempting 
further,and he ſhewed vs alſo by ſignes, 
to the ende that we might be perſuaded 
ofthis fayꝛe pꝛomiſſe, iᷣ herein we ſhould 
linde no fault, that the nations hereafter 
ſhonlde not ſpeake thereof. And inconti⸗ 
nẽtly he cauſed a Barge to be made rea⸗ 
dye, into the which he commaunded fine . 
Spantardes to enter to paſſe ouer oure 
mẽ the which they did. Now this Barge 
being come to the other ſide, and that the 
Spaniardes had made a narration in the 
name of Vallemande, the Captaine lohn 
Rübaut entered firſt into the Barge, and 


te the n and he 
was 
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was gently recepued ok Vallemande, 
but the others that were of his companie 
were caried further off + all bound, their 
hands behind there backes, two and two 
together, ſo the reſt of our men paſſed 
ouer by thirtpe at atyme, whplelt that 
Vallemande entertapned our god Cap⸗ 
taine Iohn Ribaut with fapꝛe flattering 
wo:des, the which truſted to the kayth⸗ 
full pꝛomiſſe of the ſapde Vallemande, to 
whome he had pelded. Now our men as 
thep came oucr,were bound two to two, 
and being aitogether Frenchmen and 
Spamiardes,thep went toward the Fozt, 
the Captaine lohn Ribaut and others, 
ſpecially the Sieur of Ottigny when they 
ſawe our men coupled together, began to 
chaunge countenaunce, and agapne deft» 
ted the ſapde Vallemandes fauoure, who 
allured them, ſaying that thoſe bads were 
only to bꝛing them to the holde in ſaftie, 

and that there he woulde kepe that which 
he had pꝛomiſed. And when they were 
neare to the holde, he enquired of them 
whiche were Mariners, Carpenters of 
hippes,gonners and others which were 
| neceſlarie

neceſlarie to the offices of the Sea, the 
which being choſe out, were thirty men. 
And ſhoꝛelp after, beholde a cõpanp came 
from the Halde to oure men, who were 
made to come behinde the Sicur of Valla- 
mande & his companie, like a compan ie 
of beaſtes that are dꝛpuen to the ſtaugh⸗ 
ter. Then with the noiſe of Dꝛums, Flu- 
tes and Trumpets, the courage of theſe 
furious Spaniardes was extended vpon 
the pwꝛe Frenchmen which were bound. 
There was aſſap who coulde beft ſtrike 
with the Pike, Haulberd and ſwo2de, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt, that within halfe an houre they 
wonne the ſielde and name of this gloꝛi⸗ 
ons vico:te,killing thoſe there, moſt cru⸗ 
elly,which were pelded, and wbome they 
had recepued on their fayth and alleage⸗ 
ance. During this crueltie the Capitaine 
lohn Rybaut made certaine erhoztations 
to Vallamande to ſane his ipfe , Alſo the 
Sieur of Ottigny kneling on his knees, 
rememb:ing Vallamande of his fayth- 
full pꝛomiſſe, but all was to no effec, fo: 
be turning his backe, went a little from 
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the Capitane Iohn Rybaut behinde with 
a Dagger, that he made him fall downe, 
and then doubled his ſfrokes, till that he 
had taken his life from him , After ſache 
ſo:te were cur men handled, that befo#t 
vnder the ſhadowe of aſſurance made by 
the Spanfards, had pelded. And foz to 
ſhewe the moe crueltie, they rente the 
Kings Lieutenants beard in deſpite, and 
fo; a ſhewe of there expedition, the which 
ſhoꝛt ly after they ſente to Syuell, as cer⸗ 
taine of our Pariners , teſerued foꝛ thys 
bopage, haue few dayes paſſed faithfully 
ſhewed vs, ſpecially one Chryſtopher le 
Britton of New Hauen, the which ſecret- 
ly departed from Syuell to the towne of 
Burdeux , and from thence bp Chip came 
to Deepe,and foz a memoz1al of their vic⸗ 
toꝛie, they quartred the body of this faiths 
full ſeruant of the King, John Rybaut, 
and of His head made foure quarters, the 
which they did ſticke at the fo ure endes 
of the Foꝛt. 

Here haſte thou gen tle Keadet) ſene 
the diſcourſe of two ſoꝛt s of people, wher⸗ 
in thou — indge wit h indifferencte, 
and

and ſ& what conetouſneſſe cauſeth, being 
both deſfrous of gaine , and in ſpecially 
the monſtruous crueltie of the one part. 
But the Hiſtoꝛie ſuffiſeth of it ſelfe, God 
lsa righteous fudge which ſ&th the aces 
of all humaine kinde, and ſhall rewarde 
euerp one accoꝛding to their deſerts. God 
_ , kepe bs from murther and bloud⸗ 
ſhedde, and giue bs grace to 
keare him, and honour his 
holp name aright.
